The  Mble  reoounts  the  narratives  of  Abra- 
ham,  Jaoob,  and  otl#r  patriarchs  who,  with  their  tribes,  were  esta¬

At  first  Arab  loaders  v«'ro  not  opposed  to  tie*  estab¬ 
lishment  of  «  national  home  for  tlia  Jews,  but  it  soon  become  appar* 
ent  that  better  pay  and  living  conditions  under  the  Jews  were  under¬ 
mining  the  Arab  feudal  system,  and  the  Arab  sheiks  ( landlords) 
besran  a  Inn*  compel. »n  to  oppose  the  establishment  of  the  Jt«te  of 
Itirael,  Between  19^*1  find  19  59*  Arabs  fought  with  terrorism  and 
strlkesi  the  !ri*4eh,  d elding  to  the  Arabs,  finally  issued  a 
white  paper  on  the  eve  of  Vorld  War  II,  restriotinn  Jewish  immi¬ 
gration  and  colonisation.  After  the  war,  the  oonfllot  betwaen  the 
Jews  and  Arabs  v«a  renewed.  The  British  Government  finally  decided 
to  turn  the  question  over  to  the  ’f,N,  for  its  reoommendatdon,  Ths 
ti.N,  Ipeoisl  'Committee  on  Baiestine  (UM500P)#  an  U-nation  oommisiion, 
reoommendftd  the  partition  of  the  country  into  two  separate  'Hates, 
one  Arab  and  ona  Jawiah  (3«e  Map  Annex  )’),  with  a  oorpue  separatum 
for  Jerusalem.  Th«  United  Hates  and  ths  Jovieb  Union  supported 
this  reonmmandatlon.  The  Jews,  who  olaired  all  of  Palestine, 
aoo"pted  the  oompromiae  partition  resolution,  hut  the  Arab  Jtctaa 
re.leoted  it  and  announoed  that  they  would  *o  to  war  to  block  it.

Tne  fighting  was  brought  to  un  end  under  four  separate  armiitioe 
agreements  negotiated  between  Israel  and  each  of  the  Arab  countries, 
Egypt,  Lebanon,  Jordan,  and  "yria,  during  February  through  July 
1969,  under  tU  auspices  of  flr,  flalph  Tunobe*  ( ">ee  hap  Annex  C). 

Thus,  a  war  whloh  the  Arabs  had  believed  would  taka  but  a  few  weeks 
to  trlnft  to  an  end,  turned  out  for  them  to  be  a  crushing  and  dramatio 
blow,  an  ignominious  defeat  which,  to  title  day,  remain*  a  humiliating 
blow  to  the  pride  and  prestige  of  the  Arab  world,  *a  Jount  Peroadotte 
('Ml.  Mediator  in  Palestine)  recorded  in  his  final  report,  "the  Jewish 
State  was  not  born  in  psaoe  as  wae  hoped  for  in  tha  ^solution  of 
November  29,  (1967)  but  rather  in  violenos  and  bloodshed."7  whan  the 
United  Nations  decided  In  l<hi?  to  partition  Palestine  into  saparata 
Arab  and  Jewish  statas,  it  had  not  antioipatad  that  thara  would  be 
any  major  population  disruption.  As  a  raault  of  the  fitting  which 
ooourred,  it  did  develop  that  About  726,000  Arabs  abandoned  thair 
hones  and  beoana  refugees.  A  snail  number  moved  on  to  other  oountrles, 
but  a  oonaldtrably  greater  number  took  refuge  in  Jorda  >,  Lebanon,  tha 
Syrian  Arab  ilepublio,  and  the  Oasa  3trip.

Israel’ s  polioies  in  the  Arar-lnhaoited  reg. ms  a  -  oooupies 
show  an  obstinate  hardening  and  seam  narasd  by  a  trend  toward  a 
kind  of  "creeping  annexation! am,"  some  oritlos  or  the  government 
have  recently  oharged,  However,  it  would  appear  that  the  pressures 
on  Israel's  government  emm-  rather  from  what  some  might  term  the 
rlvtbt  out  what  perhaps  should  more  aeeurately  be  desorlbed  as  the 
annexationists,  those  who  for  historlo,  chauvinistic,  and  swourity 
reasons  want  Iirasl  to  keep  as  muoh  as  poesltle  of  the  Arab  land 
it  now  oooupies. 

Israel's  oooupatlon  of  the  West  Bank,  the  Qasa  atrip,  the  Ooian 
heights  and  tha  Sinai  Peninsula  has  hid  an  impact  on  th*  Israeli 
economy.

spell  an  end  to  the  conflict,  In  the  meantime,  the  Arabs  have  an 
option  of  either  continuing  the  present  situation  or  agreeing  to 
nsgotlete.  The  Arabs  oan  be  sure  of  one  thing  —  Israel  is  an 
established  State  and  intends  to  remeln  one  until  and  unleea  someone 
dispose!  of  all  three  million  Jews  currently  in  residenoe,  whether 
ell  of  the  territory  now  oooupied  by  2  creel  becomes  part  of  the  State 
of  leraol,  or  whether  certain  strategic  areas  are  retained  and  the 
remainJer  returned  to  Arab  control,  is  e  matter  that  will  no  doubt 
tako  many  years,  perhaps  deoadee,  to  determine,  vhat  is  certain,  for 
the  Unedlete  future,  at  least,  is  the  feet  that  Israel  is  not  going 
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to  return  tc  tha  June  •*,  1 9^7,  lint*,  a*  a  prvotioal  matter,  Israeli 
officials  look  at  the  peasant  cease-fire  lints  *s  ldsui,  If  there  art 
no  nenotiationa  and  thart  la  nn  interim  settlement  and  the  Arabs  do 
not  co  to  war |  Israel  la  urepared  to  maintain  tha  statue  quo  indefin¬ 
itely. 

Although  *h*  United  States  should  favor  a  restrained,  business¬ 
like  noiioy  fur  lone-term  amelioration,  perhaps  site  oould  bast 
assist  with  efforts  to  win  agreement  on  thw  Sues  Canal,  which  could 
serve  to  move  the  stalemate  off  dead  oenter.  3«ieh  a  development 
night  help  to  etart  both  i-'gypt  and  Israel  alone  the  >*<■•-•  to  talks 
and  agreements,  If  the  parties  do  agree  to  *hl n  out  th.'ir  force* 
on  the  bunks  of  the  Canal  and  if  tie  Canal  la  opened  to  the  snipping 
of  all  notions,  the  danger  of  renewed  shootln.'*  would  be  greatly 
diminished,  Moreover,  European  oountrios  would  gain  if  oil  became 
available  at  lewer  cost.1? 

For  the  Arab*,  the  lesson  to  be  Itemed  is  that  "discretion  la 
the  better  part  of  valor",  and  that  bluffing  one's  way  into  war  is 
more  than  a  orimei  it  is  stupidity, 18  Ths  time  has  oome  for  s  real¬ 
istic  Arabic  approach  to  ths  problsm  of  a  lasting  peace,  t*ar  will 
not  ttooompliah  anythin*  constructive  M»t  will  further  complicate  the 
situation.  And  as  in  ths  past,  it  is  liksly  that  mors  Arab  territory 
would  be  lost.  For  a  starter,  the  Canal  oould  ba  reopened  and  tha
